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PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE . 


REPORT  FOR  1954. 


Hospital  Charges. 

The  Committee  is  again  pleased  to  report  that  the 
system  of  charging  for  in-patient  treatment  at  the 
General  Hospital  continues  to  work  smoothly  and, 
during  the  year  1954,  the  average  amount  received 
per  patient  was  10/-  per  day. 

The  Committee  takes  this  opportunity  of  empha¬ 
sizing  once  again  that  no  person  is  denied  the 
services  of  the  hospital  and  that  the  charge  made 
(if  any)  is  based  on  the  patient’s  ability  to  pay. 

It  is  therefore  not  proposed  to  make  any  alteration 
in  the  present  rate  or  system  of  assessment  for  the 
time  being. 

Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  makes  the 
following  points  in  regard  to  the  health  of  the 
population  for  1954. 

No  epidemics  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  birth  rate  was  14.6  per  1,000  as  against  13.4 
for  1953,  whilst  the  death  rate  was  12.8  per  1,000 
as  against  12.5  for  1953. 
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The  number  of  deaths  caused  by  motor  accidents 
was  two,  the  lowest  recorded  for  many  years. 
Suicides,  however,  show  an  increase  of  four  over  last 
year’s  figure  of  six. 

The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  malignant  tumour 
was  2.5  per  1,000,  representing  19.3%  of  all  deaths. 

Tuberculosis,  (page  17). 

Tuberculosis  (respiratory)  was  responsible  for  17 
deaths,  or  0.29  per  1,000,  as  against  0.19  last  year. 

The  fall  in  the  incidence  rate  under  15  is  signi¬ 
ficant  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  it  can  be  attributed  to  the  increasing  resis¬ 
tance  of  young  people  to  the  disease  as  a  result  of 
B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Mass  Miniature  Radiography,  (page  18) 

The  installation  of  the  static  70mm  X-ray  unit  at 
the  General  Hospital  was  completed  in  the  latter  part 
of  February  and  up  to  the  end  of  1954  a  total  of 
3,508  individuals  had  passed  through  the  unit. 

Infectious  Diseases,  (page  22) 

The  value  of  vaccination  against  disease  is  reflected 
in  the  fact  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in 
the  Island  for  five  years. 

Foster  children,  (page  23) 

The  need  for  new  foster  parents  willing  to  provide 
permanent  homes  for  deprived  children  is  stressed. 

School  medical  inspections,  (page  24) 

3,216  children  were  seen  at  routine  school  inspec¬ 
tions,  the  principal  defects  discovered  out  of  2,686 
children  recorded  as  having  defects  were,  teeth 
1,822,  feet  1,859,  whilst  the  remainder  were 
mainly  eye  or  ear,  nose  and  throat. 
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Voluntary  Societies,  (page  29) 

The  Jersey  District  Nursing  Association,  the 
Jersey  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  the 
Jersey  Society  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Aged  continue 
to  fulfil  an  important  function  in  the  Island. 

Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

The  report  shows  that,  during  1954,  13  houses 
were  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation 
whilst  4  closure  orders  were  rescinded  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  premises  had  been  completely  recondi¬ 
tioned.  939  applications  for  the  construction  or 
alteration  of  buildings  were  approved. 

Atmosphere  pollution,  (page  39) 

129  smoke  observations  were  made,  chiefly  of 
glasshouses,  resulting  in  47  visits  being  made  for  the 
purpose  of  advising  on  methods  of  control. 

The  Committee  now  makes  it  a  condition  that 
where  artificial  heating  of  any  new  glasshouse  is 
required  it  must  be  effected  by  means  of  underfeed 
stokers  or  oil  fuel.

3  were  suffering  from  severe  depressions  and  were 
certified.  The  remainder  were  due  to  marital  upset 
and  other  worry. 

There  were  18  people  admitted  with  acute 
alcoholic  poisoning,  many  of  them  on  several 
occasions. 

2  mentally  deficient  children  were  transferred  to 
Maison  de  la  Martine. 

Ophthalmic  Department. 

The  number  of  minor  eye  operations  has  risen 
from  64  in  1953  to  109  in  1954. 

Ear ,  Nose  and  Throat  Department.

The  scheme  for  the  supply  of  expensive  drugs  to 
poor  patients  has  been  used  much  more  by  general 
practitioners,  the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed 
in  1954  having  doubled. 

In  the  sphere  of  new  drugs,  cortisone  continues  to 
hold  the  field  and,  although  the  price  has  dropped 
from  2/4!  to  1/-  per  tablet,  the  value  of  tablets 
bought  during  1954  was  £750  as  against  ^325  in 
1953.  In  at  least  four  cases,  however,  the  drug  has 
been  a  definite  life  saver. 

The  Chief  Pharmacist  pays  tribute  to  the  excellent 
co-operation  received  from  B.E.A.  in  cases  where 
life  saving  drugs  have  had  to  be  obtained  quickly 
from  England.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 

HEALTH  FOR  1954. 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on 
the  health  of  the  people  of  Jersey  for  the  year  1954. 
There  were  no  epidemics  during  the  year. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS.

THE  POPULATION. 

The  population  given  above  is  the  estimated  mid¬ 
year  resident  and  foreign  population.  This  figure  is 
400  less  than  last  year.  The  last  weekly  statement 
issued  by  the  Food  Control  gave  the  resident 
population,  excluding  foreign  workers  and  visitors, 
as  55,465  on  the  10th  April  compared  with  55,834  on 
the  nth  April,  1953.  The  decline  in  the  resident 
population  continues. 

THE  BIRTH  RATE. 

There  were  840  live  births  during  the  year  as 
against  774  in  1953.  The  birth  rate  is  therefore 
14.6  per  1,000  as  against  13.4  last  year. 

THE  DEATH  RATE. 

Deaths  during  the  year  numbered  734  giving  a 
death  rate  of  12.8  per  1,000.  There  were  726  deaths 


last  year  when  the  rate  was  12.5.  The  percentage 
of  total  deaths  occurring  at  ages  65  and  upward  was 
70  ;  at  ages  75  and  upward  42.4. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  AND  STILLBIRTHS. 

There  were  22  deaths  in  the  first  year  of  life  giving 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  26.2  per  1,000  births. 

The  deaths  were  distributed  as  follows  : —

63.6%  of  the  infantile  deaths  occurred  in  the  first 
week  of  life.  11  or  78.6%  of  the  deaths  in  the  first 
week  of  life  were  attributed  to  prematurity.  There 
were  12  stillbirths  recorded  during  the  year. 

MOTOR  ACCIDENTS. 

There  were  2  deaths  caused  by  motor  driven 
vehicles.  This  is  the  lowest  number  recorded  for 
many  years. 

SUICIDES. 

There  were  10  suicides  during  the  year  as  against 
6  last  year. 


CANCER. 

There  were  142  deaths  from  all  forms  of  malignant 
tumour  during  the  year  giving  a  death  rate  of  2.5  per 
1,000.  This  is  the  largest  number  ever  recorded 
and  constituted  19.3%  of  all  deaths.  Of  the  142 
deaths,  63  were  males  and  79  females.  The  average 
age  of  death  was  66  for  males  and  67  for  females. 
Cancer  of  the  lung  caused  death  in  25  cases,  made  up 


of  17  males  and  8  females  ;  the  average  age  of  death 
was  60  for  males  and  68  for  females.  They  consti¬ 
tuted  3.4%  of  the  total  deaths. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  17  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  all  respiratory  cases.  The  tuberculosis 
death  rate  is  therefore  0.29  per  1,000  living  as  against 
0.19  last  year.  A  resident  suffering  from  tuberculous 
meningitis  died  in  England  where  he  was  receiving 
treatment,  but  this  death  was  not  included  in  our 
figures  as  it  was  not  registered  in  Jersey.  Accepting 
this  death  as  a  local  one  the  rate  was  0.31.  Of  the 
17  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  11  were 
males  and  6  females  ;  the  average  age  at  death  was 
52  for  males  and  54  for  females.  They  constituted 
2.3%  of  the  total  deaths.  The  increase  in  the  death 
rate  from  tuberculosis  is  largely  accidental  and  is  due 
to  two  factors  (1)  chance  variation  which  is  great 
because  our  numbers  are  small,  and  (2)  the  pro¬ 
longation  of  the  lives  of  many  advanced  cases  who 
were  alive  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  era  of  anti¬ 
tuberculosis  drugs. 

A  better  index  to  what  is  happening  is  provided  by 
the  steady  fall  in  the  incidence  rate  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis,  i.e .  the  number  of  new  cases  diagnosed 
during  the  year.  This  figure  was  50.  Due  to  our 
intensive  efforts  at  case  finding  the  figure  is  now  very 
accurate  and  it  is  the  lowest  so  far  recorded.  The 
incidence  rate  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  per  100,000 
was  167  in  1950,  143  in  1951,  143  in  1952,  112  in  1953 
and  87  in  1954.  Thus  the  number  of  new  cases 
discovered  each  year  is  falling  rapidly  in  spite  of 
greatly  increased  efforts  to  find  such  cases  by  mass 
miniature  radiography,  contact  examination,  etc. 

During  1954  a  further  858  individuals  received 
B.C.G,  bringing  the  total  of  those  vaccinated  since 
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the  autumn  of  1949  to  10,246  ;  of  the  858  vaccina¬ 
tions  performed  in  1954,  636  were  infants  under 
12  months,  an  acceptance  rate  in  this  group  of  75%. 
Most  of  these  infants  were  done  soon  after  birth 
whilst  still  in  the  maternity  home. 

Only  2  cases  of  any  form  of  active  tuberculosis  in 
children  under  15  were  notified  in  1954,  one  a  boy  of 
3  years  and  the  other  a  girl  aged  4.  Both  had  a 
primary  complex  in  the  lung  and  neither  had  been 
vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  Under  15  years,  22  cases 
were  notified  in  1949,  19  in  1950,  10  in  1951,  5  in 
1952,  7  in  1953  and  2  in  1954.  In  the  age  group 
15 — 20  there  is  also  a  drop  but  not  so  marked.  Not 
one  of  the  cases  notified  under  15  had  had  B.C.G. 
Three  cases  in  the  15 — 20  group  had  received  B.C.G, 
at  varying  times  over  1  year  before. 

The  fall  in  our  incidence  rate  under  15  is  too  large 
and  too  continuous  to  be  due  to  chance  variation. 
It  is  significant,  and  in  our  opinion  it  is  due  to  B.C.G. 
We  are  doing  everything  possible  by  case  finding  and 
intensive  treatment  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  stream 
of  infection,  and  in  the  long  run  this  will  produce  an 
effect.  So  far  our  annual  tuberculin  survey  shows 
a  small  but  definite  fall  in  the  incidence  rate  below 
the  age  of  15.  There  has  been  no  sudden  rise  in  the 
standard  of  living  to  account  for  the  decline  ;  in  fact 
the  rising  cost  of  food  may  be  acting  in  the  opposite 
direction.  The  exposure  rate  being  only  a  little  less, 
some  factor  must  be  increasing  the  resistance  of  our 
young  people  and  I  have  no  doubt  it  is  B.C.G. 
Anyone  who  disagrees  should  put  forward  an  alter¬ 
native,  tenable  theory,  I  know  of  none. 

MASS  MINIATURE  RADIOGRAPHY. 

In  the  second  half  of  February,  1954,  astatic  70mm 
chest  X-ray  unit,  installed  in  the  General  Hospital, 
was  brought  into  action  to  achieve  the  following 
objects  : —

The  build  up  in  numbers  done  has  been  gradual 
but  by  December,  160  appointments  were  being 
made  each  week.  These  appointments  were  divided 
over  four  sessions,  two  at  9.30  a.m.  and  two  at 
1.45  p.m.  Waiting  time  at  the  hospital  has,  as  a  rule 
been  very  short  and  the  average  case  is  in  and  out  of 
the  building  in  a  few  minutes. 

Public  response  has  slowly  increased  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  3,508  individuals  had  passed  through 
the  unit.  The  distribution  of  these  cases  amongst 
the  various  groups  is  shown  in  the  table. 

Of  the  3,508  films,  164  (46.8  per  1,000)  were 
recalled  for  a  large  film.  19  of  these  (5.4  per  1,000) 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  a  further  43  (12.3  per  1,000)  were  found 
to  have  evidence  of  old  disease  and  were  placed  under 
observation.  Of  the  19  active  cases  one,  an  alien, 
refused  to  submit  to  clinical  examination  and  was 
repatriated.  Of  the  remaining  18,  11  had  positive 
sputa.  All  18  received  immediate  treatment.  12  of 
the  19  active  cases  came  from  the  self  applicant 
group,  an  incidence  of  5  per  1,000,  4  were  cases 
referred  by  doctors  giving  an  incidence  of  14  per 
1,000,  2  cases  came  from  the  contact  group,  an 
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incidence  of  5.8  per  1,000.  The  final  case  was  an 
alien  giving  an  incidence  in  that  group  of  just  under 
5  per  1,000.  The  figure  of  5  active  cases  per  1,000 
self  applicants  examined  is  high  compared  with  the 
English  figure  of  2  per  1,000  for  such  a  group,  but 
it  is  known  that  at  least  two  of  the  self  applicant 
group  made  their  own  appointment  on  the  advice  of 
their  medical  practitioners  and  should  not  really  have 
appeared  in  that  category.  Others  may  have  been 
influenced  in  the  same  way  and  as  the  individuals 
filmed  were  all  volunteers  responding  to  newspaper 
propaganda  only,  it  is  probable  that  a  process  of  self 
selection  determined  the  high  incidence  of  the 
disease  in  this  group.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
in  self  applicants  under  40  the  women  outnumbered 
the  men  by  more  than  100  but  of  the  6  cases  found 
in  the  under  40’s  5  were  men  and  only  one  was  a 
woman.  Over  40,  both  sexes  provided  the  same 
number  of  cases  in  the  self  applicant  group — three 
each. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  film  used  is  1/12  of  the  cost 
of  a  large  chest  film.  Organisation  and  clerical  work 
have  been  exacting  but  the  machinery  has  run  well 
with  only  minor  hitches. 

BOVINE  TUBERCULIN  REACTORS. 

In  conjunction  with  the  States  Veterinary  Surgeon 
the  possibility  of  positive  tuberculin  reactors  in  the 
Jersey  herd  being  due  to  contact  with  a  human  case 
was  investigated  during  the  past  few  years.  In  all 
we  have  recorded  six  incidents  where  100  cattle  were 
in  contact  with  cases  of  human  tuberculosis  ;  50 

cows  became  reactors.  19  of  the  reactors  were 
slaughtered  and  in  no  case  was  any  evidence  of 
tuberculosis  found.  It  would  appear  that  cows  in 
contact  with  an  open  case  of  tuberculosis  in  a  human 
being  tend  to  become  reactors.  If  the  human  case 
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is  infected  with  the  human  bacillus  the  cow  becomes 
a  reactor  but  does  not  as  a  rule  develop  tuberculosis. 
It  is  well  known  that  human  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
is  occasionally  due  to  the  bovine  type  of  bacillus.  A 
person  so  infected  would  infect  cows  with  whom  he 
was  in  contact  with  bovine  tuberculosis  ;  such 
animals  would  develop  the  disease  and  not  merely 
become  reactors.  There  is  a  definite  suspicion  that 
the  sporadic  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis  in  the 
Jersey  herd  are  infected  from  human  sources. 

OVERDALE. 

The  pressure  on  beds  at  Over  dale  has  tended  to 
fall  with  the  falling  incidence  rate  of  tuberculosis. 
We  now  have  no  waiting  list,  patients  can  be  admitted 
on  diagnosis.  Owing  to  the  fact  that,  when  the 
pressure  on  beds  was  heavy  we  permitted  some 
patients  to  remain  at  home  where  conditions  were 
satisfactory,  we  are  still  forced  to  treat  a  few  in  this 
way.  If  the  home  conditions  are  really  satisfactory 
and  the  patient  only  requires  bed  rest  and  chemo¬ 
therapy  this  is  quite  in  order.  We  arrange  with  the 
district  nurse  to  give  the  injections  of  streptomycin, 
isoniazid  is  given  by  mouth,  monthly  X-rays  are 
arranged  and  the  patient  is  visited  monthly  at  least 
by  me,  and  more  frequently  by  my  health  visitors. 
We  have  obtained  good  results  by  this  method,  a 
few  cases  have  had  to  be  admitted  for  induction  of  a 
pneumo-thorax  or  pneumo  peritoneum  or  before 
sending  to  England  for  surgery.  Though  this 
arrangement  means  extra  work  for  the  staff,  having 
once  allowed  the  precedent  to  be  made  we  feel  we 
must  carry  on  and  take  every  care  that  the  patient 
gets  adequate  treatment.

This  year  shows  an  improvement  in  the  number 
of  registered  foster  homes,  particularly  those  which 
have  taken  the  children  of  alien  seasonal  workers. 
These  temporary  permits  are  valid  only  until  a 
certain  date  but  may  be  renewed  for  next  season  if 
requested  and  proved  satisfactory. 

There  is  a  constant  need  for  new  foster  parents 
who  are  willing  to  provide  permanent  homes  for 
deprived  children.  In  the  future  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  place  all  children  suitable  for 
fostering  from  the  Creche,  before  they  attain  the  age 
of  six  years  when  they  would  otherwise  be  sent  to  the 
Institutions, 
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Most  of  the  children  placed  in  foster  homes  from 
Institutions  have  settled  down  and  shown  great 
improvement,  illustrating  the  undoubted  advantage 
of  home  and  family  life. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

During  1954  a  total  of  3,216  children  were  seen  at 
routine  school  medical  inspection  ;  580  of  these 

were  seen  at  private  schools.  2,686  children  were 
recorded  as  having  some  defects  or  other,  the  actual 
number  of  defects  totalling  4,458.  1,822  of  these 

defects  were  4  teeth  ?,  1,859  were  ‘  feet  ’  and  the 
remainder,  777,  were  mainly  ‘  eye  5  or  ‘ear,  nose  and 
throat  ’. 

Again  it  must  be  recorded  that  many  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  seen  were  in  possession  of  untreated  carious 
teeth.  There  has  been  no  improvement  on  this 
front,  in  fact  just  the  opposite,  for  the  position  is 
steadily  deteriorating.  In  1951  it  was  reckoned  that 
27%  of  the  children  seen  had  untreated  caries.  In 
1952  the  figure  was  36%,  in  1953  it  was  47%  and  in 
1954  it  was  5 7%.  Many  more  dental  sessions  per 
week  are  required  if  any  improvement  is  to  be  hoped 
for.  Every  year  sees  a  worsening  in  the  position. 
It  is  to  be  deplored  that  the  standard  of  dental  care 
for  our  school  children  is  so  much  below  that  given 
to  similar  children  on  the  mainland. 

The  feet  of  Jersey  school  children  are  as  before. 
More  than  one  third  are  flat.  “  Foot  consciousness  " 
fis  slowly  becoming  apparent  where  teachers  have  the 
time,  enthusiasm  and  personality  to  make  their 
charges  respond.  In  the  4  good  ’  schools  the  figure 
can  be  as  low  as  16%.  In  4  bad  1  schools  it  can  be  as 
high  as  57%.  One  day  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
4  foot  ’  will  be  given  first  place  in  every  form  of 
physical  education.  As  the  foundation  on  which  all 
else  must  rest  it  surely  demands  more  attention  than 
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it  is  receiving  at  the  hands  of  some  today.  The 
enthusiasts  have  shown  just  what  can  be  done  and  it 
is  time  that  their  special  efforts  became  standard 
practice.  As  things  are  at  the  moment  facilities  for 
physical  education  in  the  shape  of  space,  equipment 
and  specialist  teachers  are  only  generally  available  in 
the  senior  schools.  This  is  a  pity  as  it  is  the  school 
entrant  who  is  most  in  need  of,  and  who  benefits 
most  readily  from,  exercises  designed  to  produce 
good  feet  and  correct  posture.  By  the  time  these 
children  are  ‘  1 1  plus  ’  many  of  their  postural  defects, 
especially  those  of  the  feet,  are  almost  beyond 
correction.  Physical  education  pays  its  best  divi¬ 
dends  in  the  junior  school.  Habits  of  stance  and 
posture  formed  then  will  remain  through  later  years, 
but,  paradoxically  it  is  in  the  junior  schools,  where 
the  need  is  greatest,  that  the  provision  is  least. 

The  orthoptic  clinic  at  the  Hospital  continues  to 
cope  most  effectively  with  ‘  squint  ’  cases  and  35  new 
cases  (11  per  1,000)  were  referred  during  the  year. 
In  the  cases  with  refractive  errors  it  is  still  a  problem 
to  ensure  that  the  glasses  prescribed  are  worn  when 
they  are  most  needed.  Quite  a  number  of  children 
have  justified  the  fact  of  their  not  bringing  their 
glasses  to  school  by  saying  ‘  I  only  need  them  for 
reading  Modern  educational  methods  may  have 
dispensed  with  the  need  for  books  in  school — I 
wouldn’t  know— but  it  still  seems  desirable  that 
school  principals  should  insist  on  glasses  being 
brought  to  school  and  on  their  being  worn. 

The  educationally  subnormal  child  is  still  largely 
unprovided  for  but  there  are  signs  that  something- 
may  be  happening.  This  unhappy  minority  con¬ 
tinues  to  provide  a  majority  of  the  social  problems 
arising  in  adolescent  and  adult  life.  The  problem, 
if  it  is  to  be  tackled  at  all,  must  be  dealt  with  at  the 
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beginning.  Special  educational  training  and  ade¬ 
quate  after-school  supervision  are  still  urgently 
needed.  Jersey  can  ill  afford  to  do  without  the 
dividends  such  a  policy  would  pay. 

One  of  the  most  valuable,  though  less  spectacular, 
results  of  the  routine  school  medical  inspection  is  the 
opportunity  it  affords  to  ensure  that  active  resistance 
to  certain  diseases  is  kept  at  an  effective  level. 

Resistance  to  diphtheria  is  dependant  not  only  on 
the  primary  course  of  immunisation  given  during 
infancy  but  also  on  repeated  ‘  booster  ’  doses  given 
every  4  to  5  years  during  the  child’s  school  life. 
Each  parent  is  given  a  written  reminder  of  the  need 
for  such  ‘  boosters  ’  and  is  given  the  opportunity  of 
having  it  done  during  the  inspection.  Our  records 
show  that  during  1954  42%  of  the  children  seen 
received  an  injection  at  school  against  diphtheria 
and  many  children  are  now  recorded  as  having  had 
two  or  even  three  ‘  boosters  ’  since  their  primary 
course  in  infancy. 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  by  means  of 
B.C.G.  is  now  done  mainly  in  infancy,  but  the 
child’s  first  inspection  as  a  school  entrant  gives  a 
chance  to  present  the  case  for  B.C.G.  to  the  mothers 
that  have  not  yet  responded.  To  the  child  and 
young  person,  B.C.G.  is  invaluable  and  would  still 
be  recommended  even  if  it  cost  the  parents  .£50  per 
head,  but  unfortunately  many  parents  still  say  ‘  no 
Most  of  the  refusals  are  based  on  the  old  story  that 
because  there  is  no  Tb.  in  the  family  ”  there  is  no 
need  for  B.C.G.  and  this  belief  is  an  unconscionable 
long  time  in  dying.  Until  it  does  die,  25%  of  our 
juvenile  population  will  still  be  exposed  to  a  needless 
danger. 

Protection  against  smallpox  during  1954  remained 
at  a  very  low  level  but  the  recent  outbreak  in  Brittany 
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has  altered  that.  The  report  for  1955  will  show  that 
90%  of  our  school  population  was  vaccinated  in 
January,  1955,  most  of  them  for  the  first  time. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the 
primitive  sanitary  and  heating  facilities  that  still 
exist  in  many  of  the  junior  schools.  Some  schools 
have  had  attention  paid  to  this  side  of  things  but 
many  hundreds  of  juniors  must  still  endure  condi¬ 
tions  that  are  a  disgrace.

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SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

To  many  of  the  population  the  Public  Health 
Office  means  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  I  must  here 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  done 
by  Air.  L.  Hammond  and  his  staff.  They  carry  out 
difficult  duties  with  a  courtesy  and  tact  which  earns 
appreciation  even  in  cases  where  they  have  to  be  firm. 

The  building  boom  continues  and  the  continual 
stream  of  plans  through  the  office  sometimes  makes 
one  wonder  where  all  the  space  is  found  on  this  small 
island.  That  is  I  suppose  an  illusion  but  the  heavy 
work  entailed  on  this  department  is  no  illusion.  In 
spite  of  this  the  general  work  of  inspection  of  milk 
and  food  continues.  The  record  of  cleanliness  of 
our  milk  since  bottling  was  introduced  has  improved. 

JERSEY  DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 

The  District  Nurse  has  now  become  one  of  the 
essential  services  of  the  island.  We  depend  on 
them  a  lot  for  the  efficiency  of  our  School  Aledical 
Service  and  our  immunisation  schemes.  They  are 
of  value  to  the  hospital  by  giving  after  care  to 
discharged  patients,  they  are  invaluable  to  the 
general  practitioners  for  help  in  domiciliary  treat¬ 
ment.  They  help  our  tuberculosis  service  by  super¬ 
vising  treatment  in  the  home  and  giving  strepto¬ 
mycin  injections.  In  short  we  cannot  do  without 
them. 

THE  JERSEY  MATERNITY  AND  INFANT 

WELFARE  CENTRE. 

This  voluntary  body  has  again  done  a  useful  and 
valuable  year’s  work.  I  hope  the  work  will  increase 
as  I  am  not  satisfied  that  our  infant  mortality  rate  is 
as  low  as  one  should  get  in  a  prosperous  island. 
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JERSEY  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  WELFARE  OF 

THE  AGED. 

This  Society  is  steadily  increasing  its  usefulness 
and  its  financial  position  is  improving.  The  Home 
Help  will  in  the  near  future  become  an  island  institu¬ 
tion  and  will  bring  much  needed  help  and  comfort 
to  the  aged. 


GENERAL. 

This  year  we  have  reduced  the  size  of  the  Annual 
Report  by  cutting  the  number  of  tables  to  the  bare 
essentials.  During  the  year  1954  the  Port  of  St. 
Helier  was  registered  as  one  where  De-ratisation 
Exemption  Certificates  could  be  given  to  ships. 

Early  in  1955  we  hope  to  make  an  experimental 
start  on  the  boarding  out  of  old  people  under  the 
supervision  of  our  Health  Visitors.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  see  how  this  experiment  will  work  in 
Jersey.  Old  people  have  lived  their  lives,  have 
strong  opinions  of  their  own  and  are  far  from  easy. 
Still  we  feel  it  is  worth  while. 

Finally  I  must  thank  Dr.  A.  S.  Darling,  Mr.  L. 
Hammond  and  indeed  all  my  staff  for  their  efficiency, 
loyalty  and  good  humour  with  which  they  carry  out 
their  duties,  and  their  readiness  at  all  times  to  put  in 
extra  time  and  work  when  required.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  thirty-first 
Annual  Report,  for  the  year  1954,  on  the  many  and 
various  subjects  appertaining  to  the  duties  of  a 
Sanitary  Inspector,  such  as  inspections  in  connection 
with  housing,  licensed  premises,  guest  houses, 
restaurants,  cafes,  food  preparation  and  supply, 
clean  milk  production,  building  sites,  alterations  to 
premises,  plan  approvals,  water  supply,  rodent 
control,  including  control  on  ships,  disinfection,  etc. 

GENERAL  SUMMARY  OF  INSPECTIONS,  Etc. 

Six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-five  inspections, 
re-inspections,  appointments,  visits  for  works  in  progress  were 
made  of  houses,  hotels,  restaurants,  cafes,  bakehouses,  food 
shops,  dairies,  schools,  camping  and  building  sites,  moveable 
dwellings,  brooks  etc. 

There  were  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-six  callers 
for  advice,  complaints  etc.,  all  of  which  received  attention. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty  smoke  and  water  tests  were  applied  to 
drainage  systems.

Eighteen  plans  were  on  report  rejected  by  the  Committee  as 
unsatisfactory. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dwelling  houses,  bungalows, 
flats,  etc.  were  to  be  newly  connected  directly  or  indirectly  to 
the  main  sewers,  and  ninety-one  were  to  be  drained  to  modified 
sewage  disposal  plants.  These  figures  include  57  flats  at  Le 
Geyt  Road,  and  40  flats  at  Landscape  Grove. 

It  should  perhaps  be  emphasised  that  this  table  does  not  relate 
to  any  work  done  other  than  by  plan  submitted  under  the  Law 
on  Public  Health.

CLEAN  FOOD. 

Rationing  ceased  in  1954  ;  a  slight  abandon  was  noticed  in 
the  opening  of  new  establishments  but  generally,  prospective 
food  traders  referred  to  this  office  for  approval  and  advice  before 
commencing  operations. 

Local  legislation  for  registration  of  all  food  premises  has  been 
suspended  pending  the  final  passing  in  Parliament  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Amendment  Bill.  Routine  inspection  of  restaurants 
were  carried  out  on  114  occasions.  Food  shops  and  food  pre¬ 
paration  premises  were  visited  on  69  occasions.  Sampling  of 
ice  cream  was  continued,  all  of  28  bacteriological  and  28 
chemical  samples  being  satisfactory. 

The  question  of  the  transport  of  meat  was  examined  in  respect 
of  local  conditions,  certain  unsatisfactory  features  having  been 
long  observed.  While  some  interest  is  taken  with  cut  joints  in 
delivery,  the  collection  and  handling  of  carcase  meat  is  not 
attended  with  the  same  care.  The  public  at  large  is  the  customer,

not  the  individual  housewife.  It  is  hoped  by  1955  to  have  seen 
the  results  of  meeting  the  trade  to  gain  a  substantial  improvement 
throughout. 

On  six  occasions,  enquiries  were  made  in  notified  cases  of  food 
poisoning  and  samples  were  submitted  for  examination.  Only 
one  gave  a  lead  to  possible  source  of  infection,  where  home 
handling  was  considered  to  be  the  likely  cause  of  illness.

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PRODUCTION  OF  CLEAN  MILK. 

Methylene  Blue  Reductase  Test. 

Total  number  of  samples  taken .  1,673 

One  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-six  samples  of  morning 
milk  were  taken  from  farmers  cans  at  the  collecting  depots  and 
examined  on  day  of  receipt.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and 
eighteen  or  approximately  89.7%  were  satisfactory,  eighty-one 
or  approximately  6.5%  were  fair  and  forty-seven  or  approxi¬ 
mately  3.8%  were  unsatisfactory.  These  figures  show  a  conti¬ 
nued  improvement  on  last  year. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  samples  were  taken  from 
roundsmen,  milk  shops  and  at  the  dairies,  all  of  which  proved 
to  be  satisfactory.  This  indicates  that  the  new  pasteurising 
equipment  and  the  modernisation  of  all  the  dairies  has  made  for 
a  general  improvement  in  the  supply  of  milk  to  the  public. 

Phosphatase  Test. 

This  test  which  is  used  to  indicate  the  efficiency  of  pasteurisa¬ 
tion,  produced  the  following  results. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  samples  were  taken  at  all  stages 
from  dairy  to  consumer,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-two  or 
approximately  89.3%  were  satisfactory,  eleven  or  6.9%  were 
fair,  and  six  or  3.8%  were  unsatisfactory.  These  figures  show 
an  all-round  improvement  on  previous  years.  It  must  be 
pointed  out  here  that  pasteurisation  is  not  compulsory. 

Tustmun  Sediment  Test. 

Five  hundred  and  seventy-six  samples  were  examined  by  this 
method  for  macroscopic  examination  of  extraneous  matter. 
Five  hundred  and  thirty-three  or  approximately  92.5%  were 
satisfactory,  and  forty-three  or  approximately  7.5%  were  fair. 

Milk  Bottle  Sterility  Test. 

Twenty-two  bottles  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  this 
test,  of  which  twenty-one  or  approximately  95.4%  were  satis¬ 
factory,  and  one  or  approximately  4-6|%  was  unsatisfactory.

Fifty-three  samples  of  other  foods  were  submitted  for  analysis

beans  and  pork  in  tomato  sauce — 1  ;  blackcurrants  in  heavy 
syrup — 1  ;  pineapple  cubes  in  heavy  syrup — 1  ;  sweetened 
Scotch  shortbread  mixture — 1  ;  cake  mixtures— 6  ;  sauces— 10  ; 
ground  almonds — 1  ;  white  pepper — 1  ;  almond  essence — 1  ; 
yellow  colouring— 1  ;  strawberry  essence— 1  ;  ground  ginger — 1; 
ground  cinnamon— 1  ;  French  mustard — 1  ;  self-raising  flour 
1  ;  cockles — 1  ;. 

One  isolated  tin  of  pressed  beef  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
The  ten  samples  of  tea  were  all  unsatisfactory  :  they  were  taken 
from  a  large  consignment  which  was  believed  to  consist  chiefly 
of  warehouse  sweepings.  The  whole  consignment  of  approxi¬ 
mately  three  tons  was  condemned. 

Drugs 

Forty-nine  samples  of  various  drugs  were  also  taken  for 
analysis,  comprising  : — Nipple  paint — 1  ;  Calamine  Lotion — 3  ;

Camphorated  Oil — 3  ;  Iodex — 2  ;  Seidlitz  Powders — 3  ;  Iodine 
Ointment — 1  ;  Medicated  Cream— 1  ; 

Two  samples  of  Calamine  Lotion  were  found  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory,  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  One  sample  of  Steedman  Powder  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  whereupon  the  consignment  was  withdrawn. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  smoke  observations  were  made, 
chiefly  of  greenhouses  from  which  nuisances  were  arising, 
resulting  in  forty-seven  visits  for  consultation  and  to  give  advice 
on  methods  of  control.  Ten  have  been  fitted  with  underfeed 
stokers  or  converted  to  oil  fuel.  It  is  now  a  condition  laid  down 
by  the  Committee  that  all  new  greenhouses  applying  artificial 
heating  must  feed  the  furnaces  by  means  of  underfeed  stokers  or 
oil  fuel.

Spraying  for  cockroach  infestation  was  carried  out  on  sixty 
occasions.  This  branch  of  the  Department  is  kept  up-to-date 
in  methods  of  control.

The  farm  showed  a  profit  on  the  year’s  working 
of  £851  5s.  id.  Supplies  to  the  hospital  in  the 
way  of  fresh  vegetables,  potatoes,  fruit,  milk,  eggs 
and  pork  amounted  to  the  sum  of  .£4,401  15s.  iod. 
at  market  prices.

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THE  JERSEY  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 


During  the  year  1954  the  total  number  of  women 
delivered  at  the  Jersey  Maternity  Hospital  was  661, 
and  the  number  of  booked  cases  was  229.  Details 
of  the  cases  dealt  with  are  as  follows  : —

In  addition  there  were  8  cases  of  delivery  at  home 
before  the  arrival  of  the  midwife. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  669,  com¬ 
prising  345  boys  and  324  girls.  Included  in  this 
number  were  1 1  sets  of  twins.

(b)  2  sets  of  females. 

(c)  4  sets  of  1  boy  and  1  girl. 

The  average  weight  of  the  live  boys  was  7  lbs. 
12  ozs.  whilst  the  heaviest  boy  weighed  11  lbs.  6  ozs.

The  average  weight  of  the  live  girls  was  7  lbs. 
whilst  the  heaviest  girl  weighed  9  lbs.  15  ozs.  and  the 
lightest  2  lbs.  6  ozs.

I  hereby  submit  to  you  and  to  your  Committee, 
my  report  on  the  work  of  Sandybrook  Hospital  for 
the  year  1954. 

Changes  are  not  accepted  kindly  by  old  people, 
and  at  Sandybrook  they  have  had  to  submit  to  two 
radical  ones  during  this  year. 

Dr.  Hanna  who  had  looked  after  Sandybrook  for 
some  years,  died  at  the  end  of  August.  I  was 
privileged  to  work  with  him  intermittently  at  the 
hospital  during  his  protracted  illness,  and  I  would 
like  to  stress  to  the  Committee,  my  conviction  of  his 
devotion  to  the  old  ladies  there,  and  of  his  sympa¬ 
thetic  and  unselfish  interest  in  their  welfare. 

A  further  change  was  the  appointment  of  a  new 
Matron.  She  has  had  a  hard  furrow  to  plough,  but 
we  are  now  beginning  to  reap  the  benefit  of  her 
efforts. 

Structural  alterations  added  somewhat  to  the 
disturbances,  but  added  also  to  the  efficiency,  and 
smoother  running,  and  happier  working  in  the 
hospital. 

The  nursing  staff  has  been  increased,  and  with 
Sisters  on  each  floor,  each  of  whom  can  take  over 
full  responsibility  when  necessary. 

The  kitchen  staff  have  carried  on  under  difficulties, 
and  Matron  has,  on  occasions  taken  over  the  duties 
of  Chef. 

I  cannot  complete  my  report,  without  commending 
to  you  the  gardener,  on  his  efforts  and  the  pleasing 
results.
